town, Straban township, was convict­ 


ed of a serious charge on three sep­ 
arate counts by a jury in court Tues­ 
day afternoon. The jurors deliberated 
35 minutes. 
As a result of his conviction of the 
three indictments, Little faces a maxi­ 
mum Sentence of nine years at hard 
labor in the 
Eastern 
Penitentiary. 
The minimum sentence on the three 
counts is three years.

New Oxford man, while on the oppo­ 
site side of the counsel table J. Don­ 
ald Swope is handling the case for the 
defendant. 
Mr. Diehl, a man well advanced in 
year', claims the damages for the loss 
of his automoile, hospital, doctors’ and 
nurses’ bills and loss of occupation. 
The accident in which his injuries 
were suffered occurred in September. 
1923, at the Swift Run bridge, seven 
miles east of Gettysburg, on the Lin­ 
coln Highway, then a one-way struc­ 
ture.

“Doctor Becht gave a long life of i 
distinguished service to the schools 
of Pennsylvania,” tjie governor said.

His knowledge of school matters, of 
school men and of the public opinion 
without which good schools are im-N 
possible, gained through many years 
of personal contact, enabled him to 
administer the great office of superin­ 
tendent of public instruction with d is -, 
tinguixhed success.

GET U. S. MEDALS 


Acting War Chief Lauds His­ 
toric Flight in Making Pres­ 
entations; Peace-Time 
Award. 


Washington, 
April 
29, — Major 
Frederick L. Martin, commander of 
the army world fliers’ expedition, and 
First Lieutenants Leigh 
Wade 
and 
Leslie P, Arnold, members of th.it ex­ 
pedition, received Monday the first 
distinguished 
service 
medals 
ever 
given for military services performed 
in time of peace. 
The presentation ee:vmonies took 
place at tho war department and were 
att on de<l by officials representing tho 
army, navy, state, treasury, commerce 
and post office departments. 
By spe­ 
cial act of congress, tho medals were 
awarded to eight world-flight officers 
at the time some of their number 
also were eligible for promotion in 
rank, but only Major Martin and the 
two lieutenants were present Monday 
to receive the decorations. 
Acting Secretary of W ar Dwight 
Davis reminded the 
three 
aviators 
that, while tho medals were small and 
possessed little intrinsic value, they 
nevertheless were priceless. 


“Other Americans have been given 
distinguished service medals for ex­ 
ceptional services during war, hut no 
one has ever before been given this 
medal for service during peace,” he 
said. 
“They are presented to you by 
the more than 110,000,000 people of 
the forty-eight states of this great 
nation. 
The award is a most signal 
honor and, therefore, appropriate for 
your most signal accomplishment.” 
Mr. Davis told the fliers the suc­ 
cess of the flight was not due entirely 
to individual skill, bu* that excellent 
I organization and timely and effective 
cooperation given by the other gov­ 
't eminent departments and officers had 
been an important contribution. 
In this connection 
thanks of the army to Major 
! Patrick, chief of the army air service, 
who, he said, was “so largely rcspon-1 
1 sihle for the 
organization, 
on 
the 
'ground, of your triumph in the air 
service.” 
The thanks were extended also to 
tho navy and various governmental 
agencies for their cooperation.
